The functions and powers of local boards are to 
take up matters of local controversy between em- 
Lloyers and employés, to secure evidence, make 
necessary investigation, and issue orders subject 
to appeal to the national board only where a de- 
cision cannot be arrived at or in cases where the 
employment is in munition factories, shipbuild- 
ing, manufacturing or producing material directly 
used by the government. 

The power necessary to make this system ef- 
fective is outlined as follows: “It is. suggested 
that upon the completion of the appointment of 
the national board there be issued an order 
by the president as a military measure prohibiting 
the calling of strikes or the continuance of any 
strikes or lockouts or walkouts or any individual

Kaiser Back in Capital. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 24.—Emperor 
William returned to Berlin last night 
prepared to begin dealing immediately 
with the political crisis, particularly 
as it affects the imperial chancellor- 
ship. Rudolf von Valentini, chief of 
the emperor's civil cabinet, made a re- 
port to the emperor on the train on 
the various developments of the in- 
ternal political situation during the 
emperor’s absence in the Balkans. 

Valentini is known, jokingly, as “ the 
carrier of the bowstring,” on account 
of the part he plays in the political 
demise of the highest imperial and 
Prussian civil officials. He acts as 
the emperor’s eyes and ears in ascer- 
taining public and political opinion. 

Responsibility is accredited popular- 
ly to Valentini for the selection of Dr. 
Michaelis when it was decided to drop 
Prince von Buelow as a candidate, ow- 
ing to the Socialis: announcement that 
they would make open war on the 
government if the prince were rein- 
stated as chancellor.
